Tho Proof. 



TUoro is high authority for saying 
that oven Old Nick can quote scrip- 
ture to auii liia diabolical purposes. 
Yesterday's attempt ou the part of the 
Government organ can, therefore, ox- 
cite no surprise It may excite pity. 
It must excite contompt. In response 
to our oft ropeatod challenge to pro- 
duce proof of its assertion that this 
journal advocated acceptance of the 
Edgar proposal and abused the Gov- 
ernment for nonaccoptanco thereof, 
itgavooight most cruelly garbled ex- 
tracts from articles wo wrote in May 
last. Shamefully garbled as are those 
extracts, wo might safely rely upon 
our accuser's evidence for a verdict of 
acquittal; for no fair-minded person 
will say that there is anything in all 
these eight garbled extracts even con- 
structively advocating acceptance of 
the Edgar proposal or censuring the 
Government for non-acceptance. But 
the glaring disingenuousuess of our 
contemporary will be butter under- 
stood when it is stated that all save 
one of these extracts are culled from 
articles which were written prior to 
the publication of the Edgar proposal! 
Truo, wo had published a telegram 
from Ottawa, professing to give an 
outline of tho terms offering through 
Mr. Edgar; but these ran as follows: — 
"Railway between Esquimalt and 
Nanuimo to bo built at once; woik to 
he commenced before 20th July next 
(1874). 

Surveys on Mainland to bo vigor- 
ously prosecuted, and the work of 
railway construction to bo begun on 
the Mainland as soon as the route is 
decided; not less than $1,500,000, to 
be expended on railway construction 
in any one year. 

On' determination of Railway route 
on Muinland, a waggon-road and tele- 
graph line to be immediately con- 
structed, connecting British Colum- 
bia with tho Eastern Provinces." 

It was these terms, not those subse- 
quently promulgated, that were treat- 
ed in the articles from which our tricky 
contemporary has drawn what it is 
pleased to call "proof;" but, as has 
been seen, we never advocated accep- 
tance even of these. All we did was 
to condemn the Government for re- 
fusing either to make them the basis 
of negotiations for more favorable 
terms or affording the people an oppor- 
tunity toexerciso their undoubted and 
valued right of choice — of accepting 
or rejecting these terms. In order 
■till more conclusively to prove that 
such was tue case and that this journal 
took broad ground, we eomin.md to the 
reader's attention a few extracts from 
the very articles treated so unfairly by 
our contemporary : — 

May 9. Now, we do not desire to be 
understood as pronouncing the Terms 
good or bad, for thoy may bo either, 
according as the details may make 
them; * * * but we do question 
tho wisdom, if not the right, of the lo- 
cal Government to intervene between 
the peoplo and the Dominion Govern- 
ment and, without any pretense of 
consulting those whom it most con- 
cerns, throw away all chance of now 
Terras. 

May 12. Surely no one will serious- 
ly question tho right of the people to 
choose for themselves between accept- 
ing any new proposal Mr. Mackenzie 
may have to make and clinging to tho 
old bond. The peoplo on tho Main- 
land will bo very apt to conceive them- 
selves entitled to be their own judges 
in such a matter; and so will the peo- 
ple of Vancouver Island. 

May 13. Any proposal Mr. Mac- 
kenzie may make will bo entitled to 
consideration and should bo dealt with 
on its own merits;— accepted, if the 
peoplo beliovo it to be for the best; re- 
jected, if otherwise. * * * We 
contend and have all along contended 
that no proposal would be acceptable 
or just which did not ensure activity 
in tho interior of tho Mainland as well 
as on Vancouver Island, and wo be- 
lieve tho great bulk of tho peoplo of 
this section of tho Proviuce will con- 
cur in that view. Vancouver Island, wo 
would remind the organ, is not British 
Columbia; and no new Terms car. bo 
accoptud that are not fair and just to 
all sections or tho country. But what- 
ever Mr. Mackenzie's final proposal 
may bo, whatever four interested Min- 
isters may think or affect to think of 
it, wo insist that it shall bo submitted 
to the people, in order that they may 
have tho opportunity of judging and 
deciding for themselves. 

. May 14. We may, however, remind 
Messrs. Macdonald and Roscoe, and 
nil concemod, that Mr. Mackenzie's 
proposal must have something more 
than tho immediato construction of a 
line botwoen Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
to recommend it to tho country. How- 
ever important to this section of tho 
Province such construction might bo, 
it could not possibly meet the just ex- 
pectations or Batisfy the stem necessi- 
ties of these inhabiting tho Mainland. 
In honest truth, no proposal which 
doeB not promise an immediate mar- 
ket for tho accumulated and rotting 
productions beyond tho Cascades can 
reasonably bo expected to moot with 
muoh favour in that section of the 
country. * * * Wo havo also to 



million and a half ought to apply to 
railway construction on the Mainland 
and be additional to, and altogether 
apart from Island expenditure. 

May 15. Tho position of this journal 
on the railway question we shall .en- 
deavour briefly to define: Tho imme- 
diate cornmoucement of railway con- 
struction between Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo wo insist upon, not because it 
is on Vancouver Inland, but because it 
happens to bo the only part where im- 
mediate construction is possible; bo- 
cause tho country is entitled to an im- 
mediate commencement, and bocauso 
an immediate commenco mont would 
benefit tho wholo country by establish- 
ing confidence, employing labour, and 
creating better markets. We contend 
for the most vigorous presocution of 
surveys on the Mainland, with 
a view to I ho location of 
tli o line and commencement 
of railway construction llioroon as early 
next year (1875) as possible; and we shall 
insist upon tho work of construction ho- 
iiiK commenced at two or more central 
points beyond the Cascade Range, iu or- 
der that a market may bo created for tho 
products of that part of the country. 

Mat 23. If ho (Mr. Walkem) had 
promptly submitted Mr. Maclunzitj's pro- 
posal, or entered upon negotiations with a 
view to obtaining a more favorable proposal 
it would certainly have boon more states- 
manlike and the Province might have oc- 
cupied a hotter position to-day. 

May 24. They (tho Local Govern- 
ment) could havo said to Mr. Mackenzie, 
through his agent, that they did not con 
aider tho tornis oflered good enough, and 
they could have gone on to ask for better 
terms, taking good care to leave the wholo 
question open for the peoplo to decide 
whether the terms that might bo negotiat- 
ed, or any new term*, should bo accept 
od." 

Wo might go on ml libitum giving ex- 
tracts of like import; but these will surely 
suffice to demonstrate the utter ground- 
lessness of the aconsatiou that this journ- 
al advocated acceptance of terms which 
would put the Mainland off with a wag- 
gon-road. Some other time we may give 
extracts from articles written after the 
publication of tho Edgar correspondence, 
showing, if possible, still more clearly 
how utterly falsa is tho assertion of the 
organ.

HOTJSE OF COMMONS. 

Ottawa, Fob. 8tb, 

VETERANS or 1812. 

Mr. Delornio asked whether it w*s tho 
intention of tho Government to grant a 
pension or a gratification of somo kind to 
tho votnraua who served in Canada as nol- 
diers of tho Sedentary Militia during tho 
years 1815J, 1813, and 1814. 

Mr. Vail said tho Government had had 
tho matter under their consideration and 
had placed an amount in the es tirades 
which they thought would bo sufficient 
to satisfy all the just olainis of tho veter- 
ans of l£l2aiid 1813. (Loud cheers.) 

INLAND WATERS ADMIRALTY. COURT. 

Mr, Wood asked whether it wiib the in- 
tention of tho Government to establish a 
Court of Admiralty for tho inland waters 
of tho Dominion during tho present eos- 
sion of Parliament. 

Mr. Fourmnr said correspondence had 
taken place with the Imperial authorities 
on tho subject, and it had boen decided 
to ask the Imperial Parliament to pass 
tho necessary legislation during its pre- 
sent session. 

DEPTH OF THE WELLiSD CANAL. 

Mr. Wood asked whether it was tho in- 
tention of the government to deepen the 
Wellaod Canal so us to securo fourteen 
loot of water on the mitro sills, instead of 
twelve us at first contemplated. 

Mr Mackenzie said it was not tho in- 
tention of tho Government to go to a 
greater depth than twjlvo feet of water. 

ST. LAWKSMCE CANALS. 

In reply to tho same, Mr. Mackenzie 
said it was the intention of Government 
to proceed with tho oulargembnt of the 
St. Lawrenco canals at an early day. 
There was not a pressing hurry for that, 
however, us they believed transhipment 
in Kingston harbour could bo accom- 
plished without any vory great expense 
to small veasbls. The intention was- ulti- 
mately to make tha looks tho Hamuaizuus 
those on. the Wetland Canal, but it was 
not intended to deepen tho St. Lawrence 
River to a greater extent than twelve 
feet. 

DEEPENING THE ST. LAWRENCE RIVER. 

In reply to a question Mr. Mackeuzio 
said a careful survey had been made of 
tho River St Lawrence, and the Go 1 , em- 
inent were iu possession, as far as could 
be ascertained, of the cost of getting a 12- 
foot navigation. A survey had not been 
made witll refarence to l-i foot, because 
it was Dover contemplated. Tho cost 
would ba a very unreasonable one, and 
ono which tho Government would not 
feel justified in recommending to tho 
House. 

THE LEFINS COMMUTATION. 

Mr. Masson moved for a copy of tho 
Royal instructions which accompanied 
it. Carried. 

An auiuuated debate onsued; but the 
matter was allowed to stand over, tho 
Government having promised to bring 
down the correspondence.

A Mystery of Paris- 

The Paris journals relate tho follow- 
ing: — "A young married pair, M.Bas- 
tein, nn architect, and his wifo, occu- 
pied an apartment on tho fourth lloor 
of tho house 15 Boulevard St. Ger- 
main, having been married about nine 
months. The lady was a Mllo. Chau- 
nard, the only daughter of a partner 
in a largo commercial firm. Thev 
were sincerely attached to each other, 
and ilme. Bastein was in an interest- 
ing situation. On New Year's Day 
they went to dine with M. Chaunard 
in tbo Rue do 1'Ancienno Corned ie, and 
returned borne at midnight. The next 
morning the lady went out to make 
soino purchases and returned about 
noon. In tho course of tho afternoon 
several persons culled and rang, but 
no answer was returned. The day 
after M. Chaunard, who had been in- 
vited to dine with his son-in-law, came 
about mid-day, but could not obtain 
admission., Having consulted the 
concierge, who informed him that 
other persons had boon equally un- 
successful, he sent lor a locksmith and 
had tho door opened, when the young 
people were found dead in their bed, 
Mrae, Bastein enveloped in a dress- 
ing-gown, and her husband in his 
waistcoat and trousers. On the table 
wore the remains of a breakfast, and 
on the chimney piece a bottle of am- 
monia nearly full, by the sido of an- 
other of sedative water. The commis- 
sary of Police soon after arrived to 
take note of the deaths, and a medi- 
cal man who was summoned gave it 
as his opinion that they had poisoned 
themselves, and that the wife mint 
havj d e 1 fir d. There was no disorder 
whatever in the department."
